The repeater frequencies as licenced 
are: output 1293 MHz and input1250 MHz The current EIRP is 10 Watts using a 
Trough Reflector antenna. Initial tests are encouraging with PS signals reported as far 
as Dundalk, Co. Louth, a distance of 60 miles from the repeater site. We welcome
